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17, 1737. Names children as above, and wife, Ann Smith, 
brother, Maurice Smith, kinsman Eice Jones. Anne Smith, of 
South Farnham Parish, Essex county, made her will July 27, 
1753. She names sons Samuel and John and three grandchil- 
dren, Mary, Fanny and John Toung, children of John Young. 

13. John 4 Smith (Samuel 3 , lit. John 2 , Alexander 1 ) lived in 
Essex county, where he made his will in 1759, naming wife 
Mary, brother Samuel Smith, nephew John Young, and sons, 18, 
William; 19, James. 

14. Samuel 4 Smith (Samuel 3 , Lt. John 2 , Alexander 1 ) is said 
to have married Mary Webb, of Essex county, and to have re- 
moved to North Carolina. 

NOTE. 

Cock. — Nicholas Cock, of Middlesex county, Va., was a Dutch set- 
tler, who, with Minor Doodes and other Dutchmen, was naturalized as a 
citizen in 1673. He married Jane, widow of Bartholomew Curtis, about 
1661. She had issue, by her first husband, one son, Nicholas Curtis, and 
by her second husband two children, Jane, who married ( 1 ) Rice Jones 
(son of Eice Jones, who made his will in Essex county November 20, 
1676), (2) Lieut. John Smith, and Maurice, who married Elizabeth, 
widow of Doodes Minor, son of Minor Doodes. Jane Cock, by her first 
husband (Rice Jones), had issue, John, Rice and Nicholas Jones, and by 
her second husband (Lieut. John Smith), Maurice, Samuel and Jane 
Smith. 

Nicholas Cock died October 25, 1687. His will is on record in Mid- 
dlesex county. 

Jane Cock, his wife, made her will August 25, 1688, and it was 
proved May 14, 1694. 

Maurice Cock made his will May 15, 1696, and with him the male 
line of this family became extinct. 

As spelt in Dutch or German, Cock was doubtless Koch.

The task with which we set out — to trace the descendants of 
57 William Christian, so far as they could be ascertained — has 
thus been accomplished. The writer purposes, with the kind 
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permission of the editor, to publish in a future issue of the 
Quarterly an article in which will be embraced all the addi- 
tions to and corrections of the foregoing sketch which have been 
received (they are not many), and also some notes and memo- 
randa of a general kind concerning the Christian family. 

In the Quarterly for July, 1899 (Vol. VIII., page 71) it was 
said that the attempt might be made at some future time to 
trace the descendants of 54 Gideon Christian and 58 James 
Christian (brothers of 57 William), more fully than had been 
done in a preceding number of the magazine. This will be done. 
The writer, who is a descendant of both of them (thanks to the 
family habit of intermarrying) has collected all the material 
that seems to be available now, and the manuscript is nearly 
ready for the printer.

MINOR FAMILY. 
(Continued from Vol. VIII., p. 196.) 

There is this sentence in the family account of Dr. Charles L. 
Minor in 1852 : "Doodes Minor's son Peter was apprenticed by 
his mother, Mrs. Elizabeth Cocke, nee Minor, to a Boston ship 
captain, John Phillips, in 1697, to learn the art and mystery of 
navigation, and afterwards ran away from his master, and never 
came home. A letter from him to his brother Garrett, written 
at Eotterdam (I think) was in possession of the second Garrett's 
son, Samuel 0. Minor. I once made a copy of it." It is evident 
from this that Elizabeth Minor, wife of Doodes Minor, was not, 
as stated on page 197, Vol. VIIL, perhaps a daughter of Nicholas 
Cock, but the wife of Maurice Cock, son of Nicholas (see Cock 
note, p. 47). She, in fact, married three times, (1) Doodes 
Minor, (2) Maurice Cock, (3) Thomas Blaise. 

7 Garrett Minor had besides 10 John Minor, a daughter, 
Diana, born June 22, 1710 (Record of Dr. Charles L. Minor). 
She married George Goodloe, born January 23, 1701-'2, son of 
Henry and Elizabeth Goodloe (Christ Church Parish Register) 
on January 13, 1728-'9. 

Among the children of 10 John 4 Minor (Garrett 3 , Doodes 2 ,
